THE PRESI DENT 
IS OUTSPOKEN 


He Defends Taritt Law W.tlt 


All His Vigor. 


THE BEST WE HAVE EVER HAD

by Presiden t Taft in His Win on a

Win on a, Min n ., Sept. 18 .—Presiden t 
Taft here last n ight, in a state which 
is the hotbed of the “in surgen t” move­ 
men t within the Republican party , in 
the most importan t utteran ce he has 
made sfn ee his occupan cy of the 
Wliite House, defen ded the Pay n e 
tarHJ bfll as the best tariff measure 
ever passed by a Republican con gress 
an d hen ce the best tariff bill the peo­ 
ple have ever kn own . 
The presiden t boWty asserted that 
the in surgen ts who voted again st the 
bill had aban don ed the Republican 
party . 
“Was it the duty of the men of con ­ 
gress who believed that the bill did 
n ot accomplish every thin g that it 
ought to aceomptfah, to vote again st 
It?" asked the presiden t. "I am here 
to justify those who an swer this q ues­ 
tion in the n egative. I am n ot here to 
defen d those who voted for the Pay n e 
bill, but to support them.” 
This statemen t the crowd in the 
opera house received with a cheer 
which cookl be beard far down the 
street 
It was shouted by the adher­ 
en ts 
of 
Represen tative 
James 
A. 
Tawn ey of this district, the chairman 
of the bouse committee on appropria­ 
tion s, who has been on the defen se 
ever sin ce the adjourn men t of con ­ 
gress because be did n ot vote with the 
other members of tlm delegation from 
Min n esota, both in the house an d sen ­ 
ate again st the bill. 
Mr. Tawn ey met the presiden t at 
LaOoese, Wis., an d accompan ied him 
to this city , his home town . 
It had 
been reported for some time that the 
president 
In ten ded 
defen din g 
Mr. 
Tawn ey for his party regularity , but 
there were n on e to predict that the 
presiden t would go so far as he did In 
characterisin g the position taken by 
the in surgen t sen ators an d represen ­ 
tative« . The pn eeideDt had met Sen a­ 
to r LaFollette o f Wiscon sin , on e o f 
the leaders of the in surgen t move­ 
ment, at Milwaukee during the fo re­ 
no o n. and had g reeted him quite cop 


dially . 
“To make party govern men t effec­ 
tive," said the presiden t last n ight, 
“the members of that party should 
surren der their person al predilection s 
of comparative less importan ce. I am 
n ot here to criticize those who felt so 
stron gly an d believed so in ten sely 
that it was their duty to vote again st 
the tariff bill because it did n ot con ­ 
tain all they thought it should. 
“It was a q uestion for each man to 
settle for himself. 
“In matters of this kin d it is a q ues­ 
tion with the party represen tative 
whether he shall help main tain the 
party solidarity for accomplishin g its 
chief purposes, or whether the de­ 
parture from prin ciple in the bill, as 
he regards it, is so ex treme that he 
must 
in 
con scien ce 
aban don 
the 
party .” 
Further alon g the presiden t gave a 
fin al word to the in surgen ts. 
“I am 
glad to see that those who voted 
again st the bill still in sist that they 
are Republican s an d that they in ten d 
to keep, up the fight for still lower tar­ 
iff rates within the party . 
That is 
their right an d in their view of thin gs 
is their duty . 
“All I have to say in respect to Mr. 
Tawn ey ’s action in votin g for the bill 
an d my action in sign in g it is that I 
believed that the in terests of this 
coun try an d the in terests of the party 
req uired me to sacrifice the accom­ 
plishmen t of certain thin gs in the re­ 
vision of the tariff which I had hoped 
for, in o rdeT to main tain party solidar­ 
ity , which I believed to be much more 
importan t than the reduction in rates 
in on e or two schedules of the tariff.” 
Presiden t Taft’s speech was a re­ 
markable, plain -spoken defen se of the 
Pay n e bill. The presiden t wen t in to 
the details of every schedule of the 
tariff bill, dwellin g especially on the 
schedules which were the subject of 
the greatest fight an d which developed 
more stron gly the in surgen t move­ 
men t. 
As to the woolen schedule, Mr. Taft 
declared without hesitation or eq uivo­ 
cation that the rates of the Pay n e bill 
were too high. It was foun d early in 
the fight, however, he asserted, that 
the wool an d woolen man ufacturin g 
in terests in the Republican party were 
so stron g that an y attem pt to chan ge 
the Din gley rates would result in a 
defeat of the bill. 
“I am sorry that this is so," said 
the presiden t, “an d I wish it could 
havè been otherwise. It is on e Import­ 
an t defect in the bill an d in the per­ 
forman ce of the promises of the Re­ 
publican platform.”

On Board the Steamship Oscar 11. 
at Sea, Sept. 18 , via Marcon i WlTeleas 
Telegraph to Cape Ray , N. F.—The 
followin g is the message Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook asked the Associated Press 
to give to his coun try men as he n ears 
home on the steamer Oscar II., boun d 
from Christian san d, Norway , to N ew 
York: 
“Tell the people of America 
to have the fullest con fiden ce in my 
con q uest of the pole. I have records 
of observation s made by me which 
will prove my claim. I shall be glad 
again to set my foot on American 
soil.” The Oscar II. Is due to arrive 
at New York some time n ex t Mon day . 
Dr. Cook discussed freely the asser 
tion s of Comman der Peary that he 
(Cook) had n ever reached the n orth 
pole, an d drew from him a detailed 
story of the on uses that brought about 
dissen sion s between the two ex plorers 
When he departed for the n orth, Dr. 
Cook said, he left a depot of provi­ 
sion s at An n atok, n orth of Ktah, In 
charge of Rudolph Fran ke an d several 
Eskimos. Fran ke had in struction s to 
go south aboard a whaler an d return 
later. This he did. but missed the re­ 
turn in g vessel, owin g to slight illn ess. 
He was then taken aboard Peary ’s 
ship, the Roosevelt, an d proceeded 
n orth. 
“Comman der Peary foun d m y supply 
depot at An n atok,” Dr. Cook con tin ­ 
ued, “an d the Eskimos in charge told 
him that I was dead, which they fully 
believed at the time. 
“Peary placed two men in charge of 
the depot, Boatswrain Murphy an d an ­ 
other. 
Harry Whitn ey , the New Ha­ 
ven hun ter, also remain ed there. Mur­ 
phy had orders n ot to search for me, 
but was told he could sen d Eskimos 
n orthward the followin g sprin g from 
the relief depot. 
“ When I returned from the po le un­ 
ex pectedly , Harry Whitn ey was the 
first to see me and to tell me what had 
o ccurred. Whitney was placed In po s­ 
sessio n o f the facts co ncerning my 
jo urney to the po le o n co nditio n that 
he wo uld no t Info rm Co mmander 
Peary o r his men o f them.

compan ied me n orth were told to 
main tain the strictest silen ce. 
“When I wen t in to the depot there 
was a dispute between my self an d 
Murphy , who delivered to me written 
in struction s he had received from 
Peary , although he himself could n ei 
ther read n or write. The in struction s 
showed that he was makin g a tradin g 
station of my depot, the con tems of 
which had been used in tradin g for 
furs an d skin s.” 
Dr. Cook said he was in ten sely an ­ 
n oy ed at this alleged wron gful use of 
his supplies an d threaten ed to kick out 
Murphy an d his compan ion s. Fin ally 
however, he con sen ted to their re 
main in g at the depot, as there was n o 
other shelter in the vicin ity for them 
“On on e occasion Murphy asked me 
abruptly , ‘Have y ou been bey on d 8 7?’ 
Dr, Cook con tin ued, “but I was deter­ 
min ed n ot to let Peary kn ow my move­ 
men ts an d replied evasively that I had 
been much farther n orth. 
From this 
statemen t has been con cocted the dec­ 
laration that I had said that I had n ot 
reached the pole.” 
Dr. 
Cook 
declared 
that 
n either 
Harry Whitn ey n or his (Cook’s) rec­ 
ords are on board the steamer Roose­ 
velt an d that therefore Peary 's in for­ 
mation con cern in g him eman ated from 
Boatswain Murphy , who kn ew n othin g 
of his movemen ts. Dr. Cook said also 
that he had made arran gemen ts for 
the two Eskimos who wen t with him 
to the pole an d Kn ud Rasmussen , 
whom he met In Green lan d, to go to 
New York an d con firm the story of his 
discovery . 
Dr. Cook is thoroughly en joy in g his 
rest aboard ship after the stren uous 
day s at Copen hagen .
